I did so and ate some of the 
food and drank a cnn of coffee.

finishing our supper we went info the j 
sitting room and talked for some time, 
when David picked up a newspaper 
and read it while I read a novel which 
I had found on the tnl.!t». About 10 
o'clock I told him that I must go. 
when he insisted thai I st?.y all night 
I told him that I could not do so, as 
I had to work. I then started for home 
and David accompanied me to the gate. 
Next morning I went to work, as 
usual and about 10 q'cloc-.k in 
th? 


morning I received a telephone mes- 
sage that brother David was dead. I 
immediately dropped my work and ran 
nearly all the way to David's house, 
arriving shortly nfter dinner. Whdh 
I gdt there I found Coroner Marriott 
and a number of persons in the house.

urned to Newark and met Geo. K&1- 


ley, a brother of Silas, who had come 
over to the city to see the body of his 
brother David, and who is stopping 
with friends.' Thursday night Silas 
remained with his 
brother George, 


and they, will not leave the city until 
they hear the result of the examina- 
tion of the dead man's stomach and 
see that the body is properly buried. 
Silas could not be found Friday, al- 
though he is said to be in the city. 


Coroner L. L. Marriott took th* 


stomach of the dead «nan to Dr. Cur- 
tis Howard of Starling Medical col- 
lege in Columbus. Dr. Howard stat- 
ed that the examination mignt

H. T. Newcomb Gives Facts of Inter- 


est to Wage Earners. 


From 1896 to 1004 the average retail 


cost of the ordinary articles of food 
used in the United States advanced no 
less than IT per cent UC.90, to be more 
exact)—that is, the purchaser of food 
lor a family had to pay $1.17 in 1904 
for the same quantity aud quality of 
food that $1 would purchase in 1890. 
These are official statistics compiled 
by the highly skilled experts employed 
by the federal government, and every 
housewife knows that they do not over- 
state the advance. Other necessities of 
life have advanced in cost with ap- 
proximately equal i.i|j»u»i.j. 


Unquestionably vsages ought, gener- 


ally speaking, to have advanced some- 
what in proportion to the increase in 
the cost of living. In private employ- 
ment this has apparently taken place, 
the average wages per hour reported 
by the federal bureau of labor being 
17.30 per cent higher iu 1004 than in 
189C aud the average weekly earnings 
1276 per cent higher. The advances 
thus represented are spread all over the 
country; they-characterize every pri- 
vate industrial enterpiise and have 
benefited all classes of workmen em- 
ployed in private undertakings. 


How is it with public employment? 


A few undertakings conducted under 
public ownership employ labor like 
that similarly serving private emploj- 
ers in the same communities, and in 
these cases the public rate of wages 
has slowly been advanced somewhat 
in proportion to the advance in the 
wages oriv-atelT paid. But where any 
American government, municipal, state 
,or national, is the sole or by far the 
largest employer of a particular class 
of labor the a'dvances to meet increas- 
ed cost of living have been bo few that 
the ordinary'investigator will be un- 
able to discover a single instance. 


Throughout the postal service, among 


the 25,000 clerical employees at Wash- 
ington, in the customs and internal 
revenue services there have been no 
advances in pay to meet the rise in 
cost of food, clothing and shelter. The 
pay of letter carriers, for example, re- 
mains precisely where it was fixed 
twenty years ago by an act approved 
on Jan. 3,1887. 


The largest printing office in the 


world is that'maintained at "Washing- 
ton by the government, and there the 
federal government employs a large 
force of intelligent and highly skilled 
workingmeu. A change in the basis 
of payment in 1890 from the piece 
work to the per hour system prevents 
comparisons with dates prior to the 
ch.uige, but wages have remained sta- 
tionary since March 3, 1809, although 
the official statisticians report that the 
cost 'of food has advanced since the 
rate of wages was fixed by statute ful- 
ly 12 2o per cent. During the same 
years the wages of print*** in private 
book publishing or job printing estab- 
lishments advanced throughout the 
United States as follows: Compositors, 
male, 14.07 per cent; compositors, fe- 
male, 20.oO per cent; pre^s feeders, 
mule, 22.41 per cent; press feeders, fe- 
male, 21.27 per cent; pressmen, 11.73 
per cent—H. T. Newcomb.

Electric Light Plants Are Like Horses 


In Some Respects. 


The subject of depreciation is well 


worthy of the careful consideration of 
those who are prone to ifc^jre »' '|t 
item in estimating the cost of ligi,. ? 
supplied by municipal plants. But us 
more people own horses than lighting 
plants it may be helpful to consider 
depreciation as applied to horses. 


You pay §250 for a five-year-old 


horse. That's original cost. If you bor- 
row the money you must pay interest 
on it. If you don't borrow it you lose 
the interest you would get if you didn't 
buy the horse. Either way it's interest. 
You feed the horse, and perhaps hire a 
man to take care of him. That's oper- 
ating expenses. You get him shod oc- 
casionally and call in the veterinarian 
when he is sick. That's renewals and 
repairs. After a few years, in spite of 
the best of care, the horse is no longer 
capable of doing the required work 
and is sold for $30, a loss of ?200 as 
compared" with the original cost. That's 
depreciation. If you haven't laid that 
by year by year out of the horse's 
earnings, you've got to borrow it to 
buy a new horse, and you may not 
find it easy to do so if you haven't re- 
paid the original loan. That's what 
happens to municipal plants that don't 
provide an adequate depreciation fund.

The tension between the 
government and the Clericals has 
been growing since Director of the 
Colonial Office Dernburg, on Decem 
her 3, attacked the lea''or of the Cen- 
tre party, Herr Roeren, in the reichs- 
tag, and showed that he had attempt- 
ed unduly to influence the govern- 
ment's administrative measures in the 
colonies. 


The Socialist leaders believe their 


party enters the campaign under un- 
usually favorable circumstances; they 
intend making the fight chiefly on the 
scarcity of meat, in the belief that the 
laboring classes care little or nothing 
about the government's colonial ven- 
tures. 
Th3 Poles are equally confi- 


dent of making a successful fight for 
seats in the new chamber, owing to 
the school troubles in Poland. 


The Clericals outwardly profess con- 


fidence that they will be able to hold 
their own, but many unprejudiced ob- 
servers, both inside and outside the 
party, believe that the political au- 
spices are unfavorable to the Cleri- 
cals, who have been placed in an awk- 
ward position through this unexpect- 
ed energy on the part of the govern- 
ment. 
The last dissolution of the reichstag 


occurred in 1893 over a bill increasing 
the peace footing of the army.

FRENCH PRIESTS , 


Cited to Appear Before Justice* for 


Celebrating Mass. 


Paris, Dec. 14.—The net result of 


the uncompromising attitude that has 
been assumed by the Vatican officials 
in this conflict with the French gov- 
ernment seems to be that the clergy 
•will lose its pensions, 38,300 of which 
have been granted and gazetted since 
the beginning of this jear, that all 
aspirants to the priesthood will be 
compelled fo perform military service, 
and that i • taking over 01 tne fcpi&- 
copal mansions, rectories, seminaries, 
etc., by the state department and the 
communes will occur immediately in- 
stead of D sember, 1907. 


Many priests celebrated mass in 


the presence of unusually large con- 
gregations, but the actionstof the au- 
thorities were confined to noting in- 
fractions of the law and citing the 
priests and vicars to appear before 
justices of the peace. 
Everywh^e 


legal notices have been served fo.- the 
evacuation of the ecclesiastical resi- 
dences, the seminaries, etc. Several 
of these buildings were abandoned 
without further ado, but a majority of 
the priests, while fully prepared to go, 
announced that they would not depart 
except under duress. 


In many parishes, both in Paris and 


the inteiior, Catholic laymen came 
forward and spontaneously filed dec- 
larations for the holding of services 
in the designated chuiches during the 
coming >ear. K this practice is gen- 
erally followed, it will be a distinct 
victory for the government, relieving 
it of the possible necessity of closing 
the chuiches and throwing on the 
clergy the .responsibility for the dis-

1 Columbus, O-, Dec. 14.—With a. fair 
attendance the Ohio state board of 
commerce convened in the assembly 
room of the Great Southern hotel and 
listened to reports of the officers and 
approved amendments to the constitu- 
tion proposed by the executiv* com- 
mittee. Committees on nominations 
and resolutions were named. 


"Taxation" is a subject that -will re- 


ceive the most attention. So important 
is. discussion of this question regarded 
that several cities have sent special 
representatives to the convention, the 
Cleveland -delegation including the 
taxation committee of the Cleveland 
board of trade. The opening session 
was devoted 'largely to routine work, 
including reports of various officers. 
"Uniform -Accounting" was the sub- 
ject of discussion. The Friday ses- 
sion was devoted to miscellaneous re- 
ports, election of officers and ad- 
dresses en proposed business legisla- 
tion. Hiram Bronson discussed his 
primary election law, and the county 
"salary matter: was also given= a whirl. 
Thursday evening .the address of Pres- 
ident McNairy was delivered and the 
system of taxation was discu-S'l 
by a number of men, who have taken 
am' active interest in /the reform of 
the tax laws of the state. 


« 
;In his address the president said 


the membership had been increased 
the past yearly :a;net:gain of 436, the 
full number of-members now being 
1,858. 
The president a#ded: 
"We 


now^have members who are constitu- 
ents of about 80 per cent of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly and are, 


- therefore;'in-position"to "use their per- 


sonal influence with their representa- 
tives to secure the enactment or de- 
feat of any measure upon which this' 
board has expressed an opinion." He 
says the board is now in a position to 
give its members a guarantee that it 
.•will empley counsel to immediately 
examine every bill and joint resolu- 
tion introduced in the general assem- 
bly, to make an explanatory,synopsis 
of such of them as are found to be 
Important, and to aid members of the 
.general assembly draft bills, etc. The 
.board will publish a general assembly 
record during each session and send 
to members of the state board a copy 
of each important bill. 


The president mentioned important 


legislation enacted through the efforts 
of the state board of commerce during 
tie past, four years, and concluded: 
"But far mere important than this, in
